NOTES OF THE SOCIETY 


At the April meeting of the Society Miss Louise Rau of the staff of the Burton Hist- 
orical Collection of the Detroit Public Library read a very interesting paper on 

"The Duffield Family”. Going back to Scotland she traced the relationships of the 
Graham, Bethune and Duffield families, several of whose members have played notable 
parts in New York, Philadelphia and Detroit as ministers, doctors and philanthropists. 
The Burton Collection has recontly received from some of the hoirs a large number of 
manuscripts, letters and other documents onco bolonging to the Dufficld family. 
Several family portraits wero included in tho gifte The Dotroit Institute of Arts 
has accepted these for its collection. 


With Mr. Elijah Hunter Owen presiding the Program Committee staged a “Grand Exhibi- 
tion of Heirlooms” for the May mcetinge It provod so successful that we shall no 
doubt havo anothor somo day - a biggor and bettor ono. Each member told tho story 
of his heirloom and of his rolationship to tho originnl ownor. The variety, the 
value and the intcrest contained in this first small oxhibition was surprising.

As a gift of Miss Constance Bemont of Lansing, Michigan, Mr. and Mrs. Lowis F. Chare 
of Detroit, Michigan, and tho Detroit Socicty For Gononlogical Rescarch, the Burton 
Collection of the Detroit Public Library has rocontly acquired one of six copies of 
the important typewritten manuscript “Chronicles of the Boment Family", compiled by 
Josich Granville Leach (botweon 1902 and 1923) for Clarence Swect Bemont of Philnadcl- 
phiae Both compilor and patron dicd just as tho vclumo was roady to bo printed. in 
erder that the material should not be lost, two mombers of tho Bement and Loach 
families had six copies cf the original made. It is ono of theses six ccpies which 
is now cn file in the Burton Collection. The volume consists of 402 pages vith scmo 
79 illustraticns and copious foctnotes. There aro nearly 2000 nomos cf descendants 
of John Beamcnd, or Bement, of Salem, Massnchusotts, 1637. As in their wostward 
trek a large number of theso descendants sottlod in Ohio and Michigan, the book is

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BY THE LONG RIVER OF PINES 
An historical reconstruction from family tradition and public records. 
By Gracie Brainerd Krum of Detroit, Michigan. 


Hannah Spencer, tall, lithe and not quite twenty, sitting on a stool near the 
door af the court chamber in Jeremy Adam's inn at Hartford on the morning of March 7, 
1661, drew her camlet cloak more closely about her and shivered nervously. The 
sleet dashed against the tiny window panes and occasional gusts of wind shook the 
house. 

At her right her father, Ensign Garrard Spencer, sat like a statue of a dig- 
nified Puritan. On the other side, at some little distance, Simon Lobdell fidget- 
ted on his stool. At the farther end of the room the Particular Court of Connecti- 
cut, quite comfortable on leather and other chairs, with its jurymen on a long forn, 
droned through its routine business. 

To keep herself from screaming Hannah sont her thoughts back over the past few 
months. It seemed ages ago, that glorious October afternoon, when the maples in 
the dooryard were all ablaze with red and golden russet from the cool breezos that 
swept down tho valloy of “The Long River of Pinos". Sho remombered how the wind 
had caught her linsoy-woolsey skirt as sho stood throwing corn to the chickens and 
that Simon Lobdell had made her think cf an out-of-placc black beetle as he bowed 
an claborate farewoll to her father on the doorstep and went trudging down the path 
te the road. She hadn't thought much about Simon then. He was several yoars older 
than sho and had called to sce hor fathor on businoss. 

The chickens fed, she had gone into the barn to gather eggs and five minutes 
later, sliding down from the haymow, had looked right into Daniel Braynard's eyes. 
He stood there, leaning on a rake and laughing at her confusion. Though why she 
should have been flustered was a mystery. It was only Daniel, whom she had known 
all her life... Well, not quite all for she was eight years old, going on nine, 
when she first met him. 

Never in all the years since had she felt so important as during that visit 
Hartford. It was a long, long journey from home in Lynn to the far western settle- 
ments on the Connecticut River. To think that she had been chosen instead of ono 

of her brothers to go with Father and Mothor to visit Unclo Thomas! Always she 

would remember those quiet summer days when the oxen plodded along the rough road 
through the forost, while her fathor and the other men in the party watched anxiously 
for traces of Indians. Finally they reached the strange now sottloemont, which was 
growing rapidly as more and more families came from the older towns along the sca 
coast and from England. 

Over at the Wadsworths’ was a little boy who had just arrived from old Essex- 
shire. He was not yet nine years old, almost exactly her age, and, leaving his 
mother behind, had made the voyage across that terrible ocenn that she often had 
heard roaring during winter storms. They said he had been stolen from his home. 
Now he was bound out to work for Farmer Wadsworth to pay for his passage on the 
ship. In return, he was to be “learned to read and write” and to have "when he was 
twenty-one, two suits of clothes". 

DanielS How their eyes had kept meeting over and over again, that first Sab- 
bath in the log meeting house, as thoy sat in childish discomfort through the long 
sormont Of course they hadn't played together. He was a bound boy and hor father 
was a man of standing and could write “gont" after his name when he signed impor- 
tant paperse Sho did remember, though, hearing the olders say that Daniel was of 
good family and that his mother, a widow in old Braintree, that town famous for its 
silk weaving, had two looms. What did that mean? she had wondered. 

But in a boy’s way Daniel had shown that he liked the dainty little maid and 
when she end her father and mother started back to Lynn, he had been waiting by the 
roadside with a basket made of cobl green leaves filled with dewy red raspberries. 

All through the years when tho othor girls of hor age were being courted and 
marrying, she had kept to horself--why, she had not reonlized until she suddenly 
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came face to face with Daniel that October aftcrnoone Even thon she kept saying tc 
herself that the sight of him was no novelty, for since they had come to live in 
Hartford he had been in and: Sut of the house evory day, going fishing with hor bfo- 
thers, teasing her littlo sisters, holping hor mcthor and herself in countless ways. 
Goodness knows, seeing Danicl was nothing to make cno fosl quecr about’ But this 
was 2 now Daniel, grave and anxious behind tho lnughing blue eyose 

"Hannah", he was saying with trembling lips, as he stood there, tall and 
strong, “I will not be freo until a year from next April Fool's Day. That is my 
birthday, you knows And then I must get a start in tho werld. Will you wait for 
me, Hannah? Even another two or throe yoars?” 

Oh, the joy af answering cloarly and steadily, “Many yoars if need bc, Daniel", 

Well, it was good to have had those few minutes of sheer happiness for thero 
was trouble a’plonty in the housee As she went in from tho crisp outdoors, all 
aglow with her new treasure, sho knew in « minute that something had happened. 
Thore was her dear mother, after whom she, the eldsst daughter had been named, with 
the little wheel motionless before hor and tho delicate linen throad that she had 
been drawing out all tangled in her lap; while on the oppcsite side of the hoarth, 
her father sat bolt upright on tho great high-backed sotilo, feet apart, hands on 
knees, assorting himsolf as head of the house. Fortunately the ycung f72lks wore 
over at Uncle Themas's, whore thoro was to be an applo-paring bee that cvconinge 

For a moment her fethor did not seo her and she caught hor name, joinod tec 
thet of Simon Lotdel? in a way thet meade hor stand still in fear. Whet$ Because 
she was nearly twonty and still unmarricd, was she to bo handed cver like a bale of 
merchandise to tho man who covld pay tho highest price? Simcn was well encugh as 
men go, though he soomod to be always going tc law ebout business matters. He was 
forehanded, no one could deny that, and probably would die a rich man. What was her 
fethor saying about farms and dowor rights, and that she should scttle down? And 
her mother's face was drawn and pale as it had not been before in oll the long, 2s 
hard yoars of her pioneer life. 

“Horo is Hannah to speak for herself", sho said quietly. 

But of course Hannah couldn't toll cbout Daniel just then. Didn’t they know 
about him anyway? All she could do was to murmur somothing about not being recdy 
and endure as best sho might her fathcr's snoer about old maids and those who went 
through the wcods tc pick up a crockod stick at last. Was Simon a straight cne? 
she wondered, that bitter March morning, marking his scowling faco and impctient 
restlessnosse 

She shivered again as sho remembered tho long misery of that tedisus winter, 
when the small group of villagers, hemmed in hy the great forest, had littlo ine 
terest in life except the doings of one anothore The trouble started that very 
Octcher evoning at the apple-paring to which she had geno most reluctantly. 

Simon was thore already and would not let her join tho cthor girls who were 
working together in one corner, but fairly compolled hor to take a place bosido 
him, which (quite by chance of courso$) happenod tc be vacant. She had been cone 
fusod upon entering the crowded room, bright with firelight and an unusual numbor 
of candles, and had, not vory unwillingly, eoatcd herself on the ompty stocl, not 
realizing at the mement just what hor action implied.

But after that damsel, somewhat crestfallen and in no 
good humor, had departed and Mistress Wodsworth had gone out to busy herself in the 
dairy, Daniel raised himself on his elbow and regarded Hannah sternly. 

“What does it all mean?" he demanded. “Here you promised to keep troth with 
me and in tro hours that man had you at his side. Dey after day for weeks on and 
I have heard nothing but chatter on every hand about the new match that is a-making. 
I know your father wants ite Perhaps over home it would have to bo, but here one 
mom has as good a right as anothor to seek aftor his heart’s desire and the maid 
should havo somothing to say too. It is for you to choosee Do you want him or me? 
I'll not quostion if you roally don’t want to wait—but, oh, Hannoh, all these 
years I'vc hoped you were mine$* 

And his face wont down into his big, work-hardoned hands, After oll, ho was 
only nineteen and rocovoring from griovous wounds. 

Hannah smiled tremulously as she remembered that afternoon and how like his 
old solf Daniel had looked when she finally left him, long after the sand in the 
houreglass had consed to run. Thoy had decided that, if Garrard Spencer insisted 
on Hannah's marriage to Simon Lobdell, they would attempt to escape to the new cole 
ony which Master Reger Williams had Built up on the island of Aquidmeck. Surely 
there they would find encouragement and holp as they triod to shape their own lives. 

Going home, she had met Simon who was just roturning from the pinory up 
river, where he had spent the last two days picking out and having marked the logs 
that wore to be floated down in the spring to go into tho fine new houso that he in- 
tended to build on his home lot. He told her of this as they stood facing cach 
othor in the long rays of the sotting sun; thon, hoedless of her less than interost- 
ed attitudo, went ons 

“And now, Mistress Hannah, porhaps thou'll inform me why I found thee not at 
Elder Newton's tho othor nighte In truth ‘twas a most ombarassing position for mo 
and occasionod no little comment.” 

She turnod on him desperately. 
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"What is it to thoc, Mastcr Lobdoll", sho rotortcd, “whother I go or stay?

Then, with a deep curtsy, sho passed him and continued on hor homeward way, 
leaving him aghast at such scandalous conduct. 

What a scone thore had boen the noxt day when Simon had come to insist on 
his rights and her father had called hor to account. Strangely enough, she had been 
able to stand out against both of thom, thinking of the talk she had just had with 
Mother Hannah and of Daniel. Tho fcllowing day Simon had como again but with no 
better successe Indeed, Garrerd had begun to relent. Hannah know that hor mcthor 
had spoken vory plainly to hime Finally he told Simon that Hannah was nct for him 
unloss she went cf her own free will. 

Then the storm broke, and now—-Hark, the clork was drawling out the call 
for the next casos 

"Simon Lobdell vse Hannah and Garrard Spencor. Sho for rofusing to marry 
with him according to promise and he for breach of promise." 

The suit was for ono hundred and fifty pounds and tho prrtics named would 
now come into courte 

As Hannah rose tc go forward, tho door behind her was pushed open and Daniol 
Breynerd stalkod into the room. He had just como in frem sotting his traps and wore 
hunting shirt and leggings and moccasins that made no sound. His rain-soakod Indian 
blanket was drying bofore the kitchon fire bolow stairs and he had loft at the outor 
docr with his snowshocs a stout sled cn which, hidden under bundlos of pelts, were 
e number cf articics that might prove uscful on a long journoy through tho wilderness. 
Over his shoulder he carried a sizablo log, which he proccedod to lay on the fire, 

As tho flamos snapped and crackled around it, ho stcod up and turning slowly, sure 
voyed tho court room and its inmatos with keen, inquiring eyos. 

Hannoh's heart danced as sho tock her placo, all nervousness gcnee Garrard, 
cold and stern, followed hor, while Simon, with a hostile look at Daniel, bustled up 
to whispor in the ear of Master John Winthrop, Governor of tho Court. The magistrato 
shock his head with a grave smile. 

Garrard and Hannah answered directly and firmly tho questions that were ask- 
ode Novor by word or decd had sho knowingly givon Simon tho slightest encouragemont. 
No, not even that night at Master Thomas Sponcer’s or the timo whon the other girls 
had teased hor about tho rod car that fell to hor lot at Doneon Jones's huskinge. No, 
she had had nothing to dc with him in privats and desired only to be lot clone.

Ho did not desiro to fcree hor toc 
marry against hor inclinaticns.e 

A heated doclaration of rights from Simon, moasurod deliberation on the part 
of the court, and then tho verdicts- 

That the Magistrates and Jury find not any positivo ongagomont brokon by hor 
rospocting conjugal relation or absclutely binding hor to consummato such ao rolation; 
nevertheless, Simon Lobdell hath sustained much damagee Garrard Spencer to pay all 
expenses of tho suit and to return any goods or money rocoived by himsolf or any of 
his family from Simon Lobdell, and further thet the said Simon shall have paid unto 
him a recompense for his damage ten pounds within the spaco of six months. 

Daniel Braynard threw another hugo log on tho fire and Hannah walked out of 
the room with the assuranco of Queen Elizabethe 

But Simon, nursing his grudge, carriod his suit to the Goneral Court, which 
mot a weok later, and aftor due consideration, issued tho verdict: that Garrard 
Spencer should pay to Simon Lobdoll five pounds bosides the ton pounds forementioncd, 
"all which sum of fiftcen pounds to be paid in whcot cr pease or other estate 
equivalent thercto; five pounds to be paid by tho tenth of April, the other ten 
pounds acccrding as spocificd in the special verdict, and this is to bo a final is- 
sue of yt case." Which was quite a long way from ono hundrod and fifty pounds. 
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Daniel drew a long broath of relief and went back to the Wadsworth farm to 
get things ready for the spring plowing. Hannah laid her hand on hor father's arm 
as they soberly walked homoward, 

“A groat expense I am proving to thee, Sir”, she said. “Indoed I will uss @ 
my utmost endeavor to recomponse thoe in some sort." 

"That thou hast already done, time and again, Daughtcr", ho repliode “This 
is not thy fault but minc fcr the sin cf covetousness. That thy mcther hath brought 
mo to see cloarly. Fret not thyself because of tho matter. The River runs to the 
sea and recks not cof the waterfalls and rapids it leaves bohird."” 

Susan Jones and other Hartford maidens trici in vzin to console Simon for his 
defeat in courte. For sevcral months he wont chout town, disgruntlod and dour. Pore 
haps the ovident happiness of Danicl and Hannch revived old mcmcrics for, after his 
now house was finishod, he set out one day on a trip to the scaeccast and, in due 
course of timo, roturnod with Mistress Persis Picree Lobdell, whc, sc rumor said, 
had crossod the ccoan in tho samo ship with him when thoy were girl and hey togethor. 

Mehitabel Baxter too, after a struggle to win Danicl's attention that set the 
whole town talking about her, finally attachod herself elsewhore, but Susan livod in 
other people's houses to the end of her days, a hard-working, sharpe-tongued spinster. 

At the Spencers they sottled down to quiet, homely living during a year that 
brought an unbelicvable amount of poace and comfort. Hannah kept ruch at home; there 
wac a deal to do in that large houschold, but she wos not idle in her own behalf. 

Day in and day out, as the spinning whcsls whirred, the loom in tho corner pounded 
down the woo, and the knitting necdlcs clicked in the firelight, the big chest up 
upcer the eavos was slowly filling with homespun linon, warm blankots and cther houso- 
hold gear. ‘There was work for cveryone but withal, plenty of fun and geod times. 
Daniel camo often, tocs thoy all liked to havo him there. And so the months slipped 
around to the first of April, 1662. 

That day, with duc solomnity, Daniel was prenouced a free man and givon his 
two suits of clothes. Ho went on working for Farmer Wadsworth, but for wages now; 
and the noxt Sabbath afternoon, whon the pcllen was making little drifts of geld on 
the roughly thatched roofs and tho airways under the maples wore olive with adventu- 
roug seed vessels, ho stood bofore Garrard Spencor in tho doorway cf tho old barn 
end formally asked for Hannah. 

Not many wooks later his great opportunity camo, whon he and John Sponcor 
pushed off from the river bank and turned tho bow of their canoc downstream. They 
were going with some twenty-odd other young mon of Hartford, Windsor cand Wetheorse 
field, to begin a now sottloment on land they wero buying from Governer Samuel Wyllys 
and his friend, Matthow Alloyn, who in turn had purchased it from “four Indian kings 
and two Indian queens", giving in payment thirty; coats, altogether worth perhaps a 
hundred dollars. This settlement would push the fronticr about thirty milcs farther 
into the Indian country. 

Hannoh was glad to seo them goe But,whon they wero out of sight, sho 
slipped away from the crowd boside the river ond, throwing hersolf down behind tho 
big haystack that Daniel and John had pilod up in the north meadow the day beforo, 
sobbed out her lonclinoss and dread till she could cry no moro. 

Before the cnd of another twelvemonth, she and Daniel hung the crane in 
their own new log house at the Plantation of Thirty Mile Island. It stood near the 
river bank, opposite the road that ran westerly over the hill, not far from “the 
parsonage lot" and the home lots of her brother John and of her father, who by that 
time had moved to tho new town. Here Hannah ruled wisely and well her little domain, 
while Daniel took his place as a leader in local affairs, keeping the store, building 
the wharf, becoming a deacon in the church which, for a number of years, was held 
in the houses of its mombors, serving as fencceviewor tc settle the disputes of his * 
neighborse 

“A judicious, sagacious and penetrating man”, they said he was, “of much sense 
though little loarninge" And Hannah smiled happily as she rocked hor babics to slecp.

DESCENDANTS OF ELIZABETH, DAUGHTER OF MELCHIOR BROMBACH 
of Spottsylvania County, Virginia. 
Compiled by William Clarence Hudson of Royal Oak, Michigan. 


Notet= This record is an addition to "THE GENEALOGY OF THE BRUMBACH FAMILIES" 
by Gaius Martin Rrumbach, Section D, page 245. I had gathered most of my data be- 
fore I had knowledge of or access to the above genealogy. The information contain- 
ed herein has been obtained from wills, deeds, probate proceedings and other Stato 
and county records, family data secured from members of the Switzer, Hawk and Karns 
families, census and pension records, and various other sources which wero not 
known or not available to the author of tho above montionod work. For that rcason 
his treatment of the Melchior Brumbach family of Virginia was necossarily fragment- 
arye I have made no attempt herein to follow the descendants of the other three 
daughters of Melchior Brumbach. WCH 


Elizabeth Brombach (Brumback) was born in a settlement which was both ono of 
the carlicst German communities in this country, and also the site of reputedly the 
earliest iron blast furnaco in the United States. It was known as Gormanna, located 
on tho Rapidan River in what is now Orange County, and was meant to bo a rich ine 
dustrial contor and tho seat of a now county tc be called Spottsylvania in honor 
of Virginia's governor. Wo have contemporancous accounts of tho community, but 
know little of the individuals who composed ite Tho immigrants were from the groat 
German iron regicn of southern Westphalia and Governor Spottswocd proposed te omploy 
thom in an enterprise which would enrich both himself and the commonwealthe Whether 
ho exploited thom as his detractors claimod, or saved them from destitution as he 
himself believed, is debatable; but at all ovonts ho provided them with houses and 
subsistence and used thoir labor to dovelop an iron industry and other projects 
which proved more grandiose than successful. Early accounts of Living conditions 
in the settlement vary according to the view=point of the obsorver. One writer was 
shocked ct the squalor and lack of common comforts, whilo another was improssod by 
the prevailing plenty and tho deop roligious spirit of tho peoplee But Spottswocd 
controlled all tho best land, and in a fow years the iron-workers grew dissatisfiod 
and moved twenty miles farther north to Fauquier County, where they were able to 
own the land on which thoy lived and they turned to farming for themsclvos, rather 
than industrial labor for othors. 

Melchior Brombach was a youth of nineteen when he came to Virginia and became 
a participant in Spottswood's enterprises. He was born at Moeson in the principal- 
ity of Nassau-Siegen about sixty miles cast of the Rhine, Sopt.e 2, 1695. His father 
wags Johann Georg Brombach, an elder in the Reformed Church at Moosen, whoso parents 
wore Jost and Catherine Brombach, both of whom lived and died at Moesen. Melchior's 
mother had been previously marricd and had four children by her first husband, Hans 
Jacob Merten. She married Brombach in 1694. Her fathor was Friedrich Wormbach, 
Assistant Judgo at Moeson. (40 Vay Mag. of Hist. & Biog. 325) 

Young Melchior came to America in 1714 with John Jost Merten and John Komper, 
all probably rolatives and undor ages tho property of these young men, or rather 
their right of inhoritance, was confiscated by the town council of Siegen becauso 
they left thoir homes without permissione When and whore thoy marriod is not known, 
but probably soon after they came to Amorica, and they all became mombers of Spotts- 
wood’s community and participated in building and oporating his blast furnace. The 
namo of Melchior’s wifo was Elizaboth and that is about all wo know of here 

Melchior and Elizabeth Brumbach had at least four daughters: Elizabeth, with 
whom this account is concerned; the wife of Christian Wingle (her first name is un- 
known) ; Maria Gertroudt who married John Jacob Nouschwangor (Niewonger), June 4, 
1738; and Agnes, wife of John Otterback. 

It seoms likely that Elizabeth was the eldest of the four sisters. She married 
sometime between 1732 and 1736, a German immigrant, who is recorded on the ship lists 
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at Philadelphia as Staffon Hattsebieler, but whose name appears variously in Vire- 
ginia records as Stophen Hurtzonbillor, Hotsenbolor, etc., and whose later descends 
ants cvontually adopted the name Hutsonpiller. 

Hattsobicler camo to America in tho ship Mortonhouse and signed the required 
declaration of fcalty to the colony of Ponnsylvania, Aug. 24, 1728. (Stressberger's 
Pa. Pionocors, Vole Iy pe 19)+¢ On tho ship with him were Christ Nuswanger, Johannes 
Huber and John Jacob Hock, the first of whom at least, and possibly the othors, 
were later neighbors in Virginia. Aftor his arrival in Ponnsylvania, Hattscbicler 
in some way camo in contact with Jost Hite, and was very likely ono of the latter's 
party which omigratod to the Shendooh Valley in 1731, Both ho and Nuswanger ree 
coivod deeds from Hite to lands on Opcquon Creek in Fredorick County in 1736. 

Ho probably mot and marricd Elizabeth Brombach soon aftcr coming to Virginia. 
Hor nemo appears in the records cf Rove Johan Casper Stocver as & sponsor at tho 
Opequon Church in the yoars 1734-41. Her hushand gave a logacy of five pounds 
gach to tiis church and to tho Lutheran Church at Winchester in his Will, thus 
‘showing an impartiality in his religious affiliationse In 1755 he procured a 
grant of 400 acres of land on thc Capon River in Hampshire County for Valentino 
Switzer who had recently married his daughter Mary. In 1758 Stephen Hotsenbeler 
votod at the election of burgesses for Frederick County, but did not vote for the 
successful candidate, Georgo Washington. (I W. Va. Mag. of History, pe 58)- In 
the samo year he was discharged from further duty in tho Frederick County militia 
by Col. John Hito. 

Elizaboth (Brombach) Hotscnbclor lived at least until 1767, for in that yoar 
she joined her husband in a deed or one acre of land in Frederick County to John 
Hite. Her death occurred within the next fow years, however, and her husband then 
married a woman whom he referred to as his wifo “Barbara” when he made his will in 
1776. Stephen Hotsonbeler left a rather large estate in Frederick County and it 
was involvod in litigation for twonty yoars or more after his death. 

The children of Stephon and Elizabeth (Brombach) Hotsenbcoler, as shown by the 
records of Fredorick County, Virginia, are as follows: (1 and 2 aro probably the

Hotsonbelcr, by power 
of attorney, secured a grant of land for his daughter and son-in-law on tho Capon 
River in Hampshire County, across the Great North Mountain from his own home. Vale 
lentin reccived a deed to this 400 acre tract in 1761 and he and his wife spent 
their lives theroe In October, 1787 he with several others, including two of his 
brothcrs-in@law, all listed as “gontloman” wore appointed Trustces of the newly ine 
corporated town of Watson (later known as Capon Springs). Mery Switzor died prior 
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to 1809 when her husband made his Wille Ho died in 1817. Ono of their descondants, 
Hone Robert M. Switzer, Gallipclis attornoy and membor of tho U. §. Houso cf Ropro- 
sontatives from tho 1Cth Ohio Congressional District, 1911 - 1919, has published ao 
briof goncalogy of this branch of the Switzer family.

2e Jacob Hotsenbolor was granted 394 acres of land by his fathor on the Capon 
River near the homes of throe of his sisters in 1761,-and appears to have livod 
thero fcr some ton yoarse In 1773 ho scld 100 acres of his land in Hampshiro County, 
and in 1779 the remaining 294 acres and probably roturnod tc Frederick County. He 
was nomod as onc of the exccutors cf his fathor's Will and participated in sottling 
the complicated affairs of that estate for many ycars. 

He is listed among tho taxpcyers in Froderick County in 1782 as Jacob Hotspelor 
with a family consisting of six “unite perscns". He and his wife Elizabeth, still 
living in Frederick County, gave Jaccbh Hoover a final recoipt for the purchase of 
the 294 acres in 1788. I have found no record cf this family after tho final scte 
tlemont of his fathor's cstate.

Fauquier County, wes born about 1740 and cbout 1760 was marricd tc Rudolph (or Rudy)

5. Elizabeth Hotsenbeler married Jacob Hoover (originally spelled “Huber"), 
who may have been a son of William Hoover, an early settler in the Cedar Creek 
neighborhoods They probably lived at first in Frederick County, and her death oc- 
curred prior to the dats of her father's Will in 1776. In 1779 Jacob Hoover pure 
chased 294 acres on the Capon River in Hampshire County from his brother-in-law, 
Jacob Hotsenbeler, and probably remarried. He was apparently active in the founde 
ing of the German (later known as Hebron) Church which was established about this 
time, and sometime later started a burial ground and crected a building on his farm. 
The records of this church go back to 1786 and the earlier ontrics are in German 
script. Many of its members have been descendants of Elizabeth Brombach. It was 
the nuclous of a Germanespeaking community, which (according to Bishop Asbury) was 
God-fearing and pious, and was also inductrious and much inter-relntod. In 1787, 
Hoover was appointed as one of the Trustces of Yatson (Capon Springs). In 1821, 
probably in view of apprcaching death, he made a d2ed of the plot where the church 
and burial ground were located for perpetual use for such vourposes. 

In 1783 the Hampshirc County, Va, tax rolls show Jacob Hoover's family four- 
teen in number. We have ne information as to how many of these were the children 
of his first wife, Elizabeth Hotsenbeler. At prosent wo have specific informaticn 
only as to one:

John Snap, probably a fricnd and neighbor, and a wolle 
known citizon of Fredcrick County, was named joint oxecutor with his wifc. The will 
was probated March 7, 1780, which shows that his death occurred prior tc that time.

I, Charles Dickerson of Ovid in the County of Seneca and State of New York 
being of ean advanced age & knowing it is appointed for Man once to die = and being 
of sound mind & memory do make & dispose of my estate in the following --manner = 
it is my wilt that me Executor at my demise give my Body desent Christian Burial 
the oxponce of which to be paid by my Exector out of my Estate. 

I give unto my wife Nancy Dickerson all my Real property it being fifty Acres 
of Land in the Town of Ovid on Lot number five « and thirty acres on Lot number 98 
in tne Town of Romulus the un (use?) and improvement of which two pioces of Land my 
oanid Wife is to have during her natural life togother with the un (?) and improve- 
mort of the Building, & every other privilege thorounto belonging. She is to havo 
during her netural life Likewiso all my personal property consisting of monoy, Ob- 
ligations, Cattle, Horsos, Farming utensils, Household furniture and all tho persoce- 
nol property that I havo at my demise Excopt so much as I shall horcafter direct to 
bo paid by my Executor another way & my funeral exponses as above dirocted = allow- 
ing my personal proporty ot my disense to be at my snid Wife’s disposal & to give 
the same to whom sho plonses.
